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ABSTRACT 

In response to frequent data requests regarding 
foreign students at Miami-Dade Community College (MDCC), this report 
presents an overview of foreign student enrollments in U.S. 
institutions of higher education and examines f::reign student 
enrollments and completions at MDCC. Section 1 provides a national 
overview, covering U.S. colleges with the largest foreign enrollments 
and foreign student enrollments by state, field of study, and country 
of origin. Section 2 deals w.th MDCC foreign enrollments, indicating 
that Miami*Dade matriculated more foreign visa and refugee students 
(N-4,316) in 1984-85 than any other U.S. college. Tables profile 
foreign students by country of origin, immigration status, degree 
progran, and campus, native language, place of residence, 
full-/part*time status, credits taken, and grade point average (GPA). 
Finally, section 3 provides program completion data for MDCC*s 
foreign students by citizenship status, ethnicity, degree type^ age 
at graduation, year of first admifision, and miscellaneous student 
factors. Highlighted findings include the following: (1) the largest 
numbers of foreign students at MDCC come from the Caribbean Islands, 
Central America, and northern Sourh America; (2) in the past 20 
years, the number of foreign students enrolled at MDCC increased 
dramatically from 800 o 9,735 students; (3) visa students had the 
highest knean GPA and mean cumulative credits, resident aliens had 
mean CPA's that nearly equaled those of U.S. citizens, and refugees 
had somewhat lower CPA's than the other citizenship cohorts; (4) 
foreign students had higher mean hours earned and mean hours 
attempted than the MDCC student population as a whole; and (5) 
between 1980*81 and 1984-85, declines were s^en in U.S. citizen and 
visa graduates in both niimbers and percentages, while increases 
occurred in both resident alien and refugee graduation proportions.

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Foreign Student Profile 
Introduction 

Population projections indicatci significantly increasing growth in numbers 
of foreign persons in the United States a the coming decades, particularly in 
many of the southern border states. This population rise will involve a 
coipplex of services, not the least of which is education. The frequency of 
data requests in recent times regarding foreign students at M-DCC also prompted 
the preparation of this, the first edition of the Foreign Student Profile.

College. TSiose included in the tables of this report are described as 
1 



1. Visa students are primarily in the F-1 student on visa category. 
They have met the qualifications "to pursue a full course of study in 
an academic institution authorized to admit foreign students." Other 
visa students may be exchange students, on business visa, pleasure 
visa, etc. 

2. Refugees are in the United States due to "persecution or well-founded 
fear of persecution on account of race, religion, nationality, 
membership in a particular social group or political opinion" in 
their native country. They applied and were approved by a U.S. 
consular post abroad for emigration. from their country of 
national ity . 

Asy lees are differentiated from refugees in being aliens in the U.S. 
and whose application for asylum had been approved. As/lee 
candidates (who may also be enrolled at M-DCC) are aliens in the 
U.S. or at a U.S. port of entry who are alleged to meet the 
persecution criteria described above; they have applied for asylee 
status and approval is pending.

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Paro lees are aliens allowed into the United States who might not he- 
eligible for a^imission in other entrance categorir^s. 



5. Resident Aliens are permanent residents whose status is akin to that 
of United States citizens. They have all the rights and privileges 
of U.S. citizens with the exception of the r^ght to vote and the 
right to hold some public offices. 

In this profile, the terms "foreign student," "nonresident alien," and 
"nonimmigrant alien" have been used synonymously. Also used interchar geably 
are "resident aUen" and "immigrant alien". Whenever finer distinctions are 
made, thi^y are footnoted and/or described in the text. While most tables 
represent Closing Fall Term data, there are also some Opening Fall Term and 
Annual data. 

The profile is divided into three parts. The first section deals with 
foreign students in United States institutions of higher learning. Sections 2 
and 3 deal with Miami-Dade Community College enrollments and completions, 
respectively.

OVERVIEW OF FOREIGN STUDENTS IN UNITED STATES 
INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER LEARNING 



Data concerning foreign students in Uriteci States insticuticns of higher 
^ learning for 1934-85 were obtained from the Institute of International Educa- 

tion (HE). The IIE relies, amoag other sources, on the Unesco Statistical 
Yearbook for source data. ^11 IIE foreign student enrollments include visa and 
refugee students. Other categories of non-United States citizens are excluded. 
L Sixty-six percent of the foreign students in the United States in 1984-85 were 

studying under personal or famil^^ funds. Heme governments supplied 12% of 
funds. Anot'ier 12% of financial support came from colleges and universities. 
Ten percent of foreign students wtre privately, employment or U.S. government 
L sponsored. Fully 97% of foreign students were on visas, mainly F-1 student 

visas. Oniy 3% of foreign students are refugees. 

Approximately 3t% of all foreign students, worldwide, study m the United 
I States This proportion is nearly th^ee times the size in absolute numbers of 

the next leading host country, France. Yet this large body cf foreign students 
represents less than 3% of total U.S. enrollments in institutions of higher 
learning. 

Table 1 presents the 25 U.S institutions of higher education with the 
largest foreign student enrollments. M-DCC is ranked first in number of 
foreign students nationwide and these foreign students constitute 10.4% of 
^ total college enrollment at IIE Opening Fall 1984-85. This contrasts with Rank 

14 of Texas Southern University where 25% of total enrollments are comprised of 
foreign students.

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Foreign students in U.S. institutions of Higher eduration by state is the 
subject of Table 2. California continues to lead the U.S. in numbers oi 
foreign students (N = 47,318 or 13.8%). New York has 9.1% or 31,()6A foreign 
students, followed by Texas with 8.6% or 29,429 There is a large difference 
in nuinbers in fourth ranked Florida* 5.2% or 17,658. Thereafter, differences 
in enrollments diminish gradually. 

Table 3 shows foreign sLudents in higher education by discipline for only 
those fields of study with 8,000 or more students. Since HE began its census 
of foreign students, engineering has been the dominant field of study. In 
1984-85 22.0% (N = 75,373) of foreign students in the U.S. were studying 
engineeririg. Business and management also commanded high interest (19.0%, 
N = 64,930). The third leadirg field was computer and information sciences 
(8.0%, N = 27,520). Tnere was a total of 342,110 foreign students in post- 
secondary institutions iv the U.S. in 1984-85- 

In 1984-85, 143,680 or 42% of the foreign students in U.S. institucions of 
hrgher learning (Table 4) came from South and East Asia, principally Taiwan, 
Malaysia, Korea, India, and Japan. The geographic region with the second 
largest number of foreign studeats was the Middle East, with 56,580 or 16.5% of 
these enrollments. Notwithstanding regions, Taiwan was first ranked among 
nation- (22,590 or 6.6%) and Nigeria was third ranked (18,270 or 5.3%) in 
foreign student headcount. Iran and Venezuela declined by 18.3% and 23.4% 
respectively over 1983^84 enrollments. 

Figure 1 was included as an update due to politically inspired boundary 
and name changes of countries over the past quarter of a century.

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SECTION 2 
ENROLLMENTS— FOREIGN STUDENTS AT 
MIAMI-DADE COMMUNITY COLLEGE 

Section 2 deals with Miami-Dade Community College foreign enrollments. 
Miami-Dade matriculated more foreign students (4,316) than any other institu- 
tion of higher education in the U.S.A. The foreign students refeired to in 
Table 5 include both visa and refugee students. Figures omit he large popu- 
lation of resident aliens (10,114) who are generically also foreign students. 
For the most part, the largest numbers of foreign students at M-DCC , as might 
be expected, come from the Caribbean Islands, Central America and northern 
South America. 

Figure 2 displays the non-United States citizen enrollment for the 
academic years 1965-66 through 1984-85. These enrollments include Immigrant 
Aliens and Visa students; Refugees have been combined with Asylees. With the 
exception of the visa enrollment data, the two other enrollment categories are 
comprised of self-reported data for all semesters following initial admission. 
In the past twenty years, the Immigrant Alien student population at M-DCC has 
increased dramatically from 800 to 9,795 in absolute numbers (1,124.4%). Visa 
student enrollments peaked in 1974-75 (N = 1,485). The overall drop in M-DCC 
enrollments subsequently lo also reflected in Vi^a student enrollments. 
Another Visa student enrollment peak is seen in 1981-82 (N = ?,597) when 
Iranian students were heavily enrolled. Since that latter year, there has been 
a 14.1% decrease in numbers of V]sa students (N - 2,230). Though the number of 
Refugee/Asylee students has fluctuated appreciaoly over this time span, there 
has still been a 317.2% increase of their enrollment" over twenty years. A 
caveat is appropriate, at this point, regarding self-reported data. Foreign 
students who, when they first registered at M-DCC and were required to document 
their immigration status, may have changed immigration status thereafcer and 
not reported it. Because of -this, it is thought that the Refugee data may be 
inflated and the Immigrant Alien status de^'lated. 

Table 6 deals with non-United States citizen student enrollment by campus 
for the past three opening fall terms. This is the only opening tall term 
table in the profile. The unique feature of this table is the separation of 
Asylum and Parolee student from the Refugee category. Because of the finer

demarkation of cit_ zenship categories, ris a ar.d drops in enroUnents can be 
more specifically pinpointed, if needed. At opening fall for the latest 
academic year, Visa student enrollments had decreased by 11.9% over the 198J-84 
comparison year. Refugee scudent enrollments dropped by 4.4% while Asylee/ 
Parolee increased by 22.4%. Note the difference of 428 enrollments in M-DCC 
foreign student headcounts (Visa, Refugee, Asylee) in Table 1 over Table 6 for 
1984-85. The differential is the result of data generation from a dynamic file 
on different dates. THe HE data (Table 1) are generated in October, while 
opening term data are generated early in September (Table 6). 

Table 7 shows enrollments of U.S. citizen students and Resident Alien 
students by campus. Proportions of U.S. citizens have dropped on all four 
campuses. College-wide, this drop amounts to 3.8%. Resident Alien enrollments 
have declined. College-wide, by 3.i%. It is not clear from these data whether 
the drop of Resident Aliens is principally due to attrition or change from 
Resident Alien to U.S. citizenship status. Table 8 is the corollary of Table 
7.

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Table 8 contains Visa and Refugee student enrollments by campus. South 
Campus continues to have the largest number of Visa students among campuses. 
As a proportion of total enrollments, however, both South and North Campuses 
are similar. Wolf son Campus* lead in Refugee student enrollments remains 
unchanged across years and is increasing. In 1985-86, nearly 18% of campus 
enrollments were comprised of Refugee students. 

Enrollment declarations by immigration status for the Associate degree 
programs by campus is presented in Table 9. While shifts might be common 
across programs, they are less coamon across Associate of Arts and Associate of 
Science degrees. Generally, Visa students have determined prior to their 
tenure at M-DCC, their field of major and remain committed to it thr'^iighout . 
In spite of CLAST requirements, proportions of Visa students declaring the 
transfer degree have increased to over 72% of this category of enrollments. 
Proportions of Associate in Art& declarations by Refugee students is similar to 
that of U.S. students (= 57%). Note that this later group is composed by both 
U.S. citizens and Resident Aliens. Unlike U.S. students, A.S. declarations are 
rising (31.1% in 1985-86) for Refugees. U.S. student A.S. declarations have 
declined to 21.8% of enrollments in that same year. 

An extension of the previous table is Table 10 which presents enrollment 
declarations by immigration status for the Planned Certificate and Non-Degree 
programs. Planned Certificate declarations as a percent of total hover around 
the 1% Ijvel across years, campuses, and immigration codes. The Non-Degree 
aeclaration behavior is quite different across citizenship groups. Nearly 20% 
of U.S. students are in the Non-Degree category, while 4.6% of the Visa 
students and 10.8% of the Refugee students are found here for 1985-86. Most 
Visa enrollments in ^ he Non-Degree category are other than F-1 students.

Tables 11-13 are finer details of the previo»is two tables. Table 11 
displays North Campus Program Enrollment Declarations for foreign students, 
Table 12 for South Campus, and Table 13 for Wolf son Campus. Programs at M-DCC 
across campuses showing highest interests — Business Administration, 
Engineering and Computer Sciences mirror the national data found in Table 3, 
though not necessarily in that order. 

Table 14 shows College-wide ethnic enrollment by immigration status for 
the Closing Fall Terms of 1983-84 through 1985-86. Four categories of Hispanic 
data reveal the following patterns--increase from 1983-84 through 1985-86 of 
Hispanic U.S. citizens (0.7%), and of Hispanic refugees (26,6%); decrease of 
Hispanic enrollments among Resident Aliens (-7.7%) and Visa students (-18.4%). 
The decrease of Resident Aliens is probably partly due to their having taken 
the citizenship oath and/or having graduated. Decreases in numbers of Visa 
students are accurately reflected through INS documentation updates. Black 
non-Hispanic Refugee enrollments have increased by 31.4% and Resident Alien 
enrollments have increased by 14.9%. Black Visa student enrollments have 
decreased by 1.4%. 

The native languages reported by U.S. Citizens and Resident Aliens is the 
topic of Table 15. Only languages with 10 or more students are reported. It 
can be assumed that for almost all U.S. citizen students whose native language 
is not English, naturalization of citizenship occurred. Of the 23.4% U.S. 
citizens whose native language i*^ not English, 22.1% are native Spanish 
speakers. The remaining percent (1.3%) embody the vast variety of other 
foreign tongues. Among Resident Aliens, languages having the greatest percent 
of native speakers are Spanish (70.7%), English (18.8%), and French (4.8%) 
This accounts for over 94% of Re3ident Aliens.

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Table 16 is the other oart of Table 15. This segment deals with native 
languages reported by Visa and Refugee students for the Fall Term of 1985-86. 
Nearly 50% of Visa students are from Spanish-speaking countries. The 
concentration of these students is on South Campus, though proportionately they 
are largest on both South and Wolfson (63.6% and 66.5%, respectively). English 
is nati.-e to 18.3% followed by Urdu (Pakistan) at 7.1%. Approximately 77% of 
Refugee students are native Spanish speakers, followed by French at close to 
15% and Creole at 2.6% 

Figure 3 and Table i/ show the residency within Dade County of Non-United 
States citizens by zip codes. The *%* symbol designates zip code zones with 
concentrations of 275 or more cf these students. Two non-United States clus- 
ters of population are evident. In the North Campus area, these students 
heavily populate Opa-Locka (Zip Code 33055) and the area of Ilialeah west and 
southwest of the campus (33010, 33012, 33013, 33014). Visa students are heavy 
in the northeast area (^3161), paraJ iel to North Campus. 

In the South Dade County regi ^, the heaviest non-United States student 
residencies are spread over a iarg?: ^rea bordering N.W. 36 Street, S.W. 147 
Avenue, S.W. 200 Street and S.W. 12 Avenue. The discontinuous zone (33139) of 
South Beach is also heaviJy populated by M-DCC students of this genre. Most 
Visa students are ciu;,'.ered within a 20 minute drive from South Campus. 
Students in this re^^ion may also be attending Medical Campus and Wolfson 
Campus .

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Enrollment of U.S. citizens and Resident Aliens by full-time and part-time 
status over the past five fall terms is the topic of Table 18. Nearly two out 
of five U.S. students is a Resident Alien. Aside from sharing nearly all 
privileges of citizenship, they also possess certain statistical commonalities 
with U.S. citizens. Both groups are decreasing in proportions as well as 
absolute numbers of full-time students across years. In general, part-time 
enrollment proportions are increasing. There were 65.2% part-time Resident 
Alien students and 69.2% part-time U.S. citizen students in Fall 1985-86. 

Table 19, which gives the enrollment of Visa and Refugee students by 
full-time and part-time status, is an extension of Table 18. While M-DCC has 
the largest foreign student population among institutions of higher learning in 
the United States, proportionately, only 12.2% or 5,042 of its total enrollment 
is comprised of foreign students. The difference of these data aid that of 
Table 5 for M-DCC is due to the time that the data were generated from a 
dynamic file. The absolute numbers and propo-rtions of full-time Visa 
enrollments across five fall terms has declined. In 1985-86, there were 542 or 
25% fewer Visa students than in 1981-82. F-1 students on visa are require^ to 
pursue a full-time course of study. Falling into this category are 73.4% in 
Fall 1985-86. The part-time balance is, assumed by definition, t.o be comprised 
mainly of exchange, business, pleasure, diplomatic, treaty visa holders and/or 
members of their im'.iediate family where INS regulations apply. 

Refugee student data are quite different from Visa student data and U.S. 
citizen student data with respect to full-time and part-time proportions. In 
1985-86, Refugees were 47.4% full-time and 52.6% part-time as opposed to the 
30:70 full-time :part-time ratio of U.S. citizen students. However, Refugees 
are similar to all other citizenship groups regarding the decreasing full-time 
proportions and the increasing part-time proportions. When foreign students 
groups are combined, the differences between the two groups are masked. 
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Table 20 shows mean cumulative semester credits and mean cumulative Grade 
Point Averages by immigration status across campuses and Coliege-wide for the 
Fall terms of 1983-84 through 1985-86. In nearly all cases across campuses, 
across years, and across citizenship status, Visa students had the highest mean 
cu.TiuIative Grade Point Averages and mean cumulat.ve credits. This table 
confirms data showing the modal number of years to graduation from -first 
admission to be two years among Visa students. Resident Alien mean CPAs, 
College-wide, across years have nearly equaled the mean CPAs of U.S. citizens, 
but the former mean cumulative credits have exceeded those of U.S. citizens. 
Mean cumulative GPAs of refugees are somewhat lower than for other citizenship 
cohorts. Refugee mean cumulative credits roughly parallel that of U.S. citi- 



zens .

Section 3 is devoted exclusively to Completions data. Figure 4 partitions 
M-DCC Completions of Visa and Refugee students by certification types for the 
1984-85 Eeport Year. There were 207 Associate in Arts graduates representing a 
proportion (65%) similar to total College-wide Completor proportions. Asso- 
ciate ia Science graduation proportions for foreign student (28%) were somewhat 
higher t'aan for those of the total College (25.3%). 

Table 21 deals with Completions by citizenship statu^ for the past five 
years. In 1983-84 and thereafter, Completions were reported co the State on 
the base's of the Report Year rather than the Academic Year. Shifts Lave 
occurred over five years in citizenship proportions. Declines are seen ir U.S. 
citizen and Visa graduations in be -h numbers and percentages. Increases have 
occurred in both Resident Alien and Refugee graduation proportions. The only 
category for which absolute numbers have risen is that of Refugees (+26.3%). 

Table 22 contains data for completions of Visa and Refugee students by 
ethnicity and degree type for the 1984-85 State Report Year. Among Hisjanic 
Visa and Refugee students, 65.6% of graduates received the Associate in Arts 
degree and 27.5% received the Associate in Science degree. Black non-Hisnanic 
Vjsa and Refugee graduation proportions by major degree type mirror thos^ of 
the Hispanics. Hispanic Visa and Refugee graduates con^-^itute 50.3% of 
certifications awarded, while Black non-Hispanic Visa and Refugee make up 28.0% 
of certifications issued for the 1984-85 report year. Hispanic percentages for 
these foreign students mimic those of all M-DCC Hispanic Completions. However, 
the proportions of Black Visa/Refugee certificates are more than twice those of 
total Black M-DCC awards. 

Table 23 shows Completions of Visa and Refugee students by age at the date 
of their graduation from M-DCC for the 1984-85 Report Year. More than il% 
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graduated before reaching their twentieth birthday. Approximately 8 out of 10 
foreign students graduated by age 25. Mean age at graduation College-wiae is 
23.03 for foreign students compared to 24.76 for all M-DCC students. Foreign 
graduates are youngest or* South Campus and oldest on Medical Campus (mean 22.44 
and 26.56 respectively). This latter fact mirrors campus rankings for total 
graduations . 

Co^mpletions by year oT first admission for Visa and Refugee student, is 
shown in Table 24. The modal years to graduation is two for 39% of foreign 
students. This is not surprising since Visa students (F-1) are required to 
pursue a full course of study. Three years is the second modal percentage 
(33.6%) of foreign gr^^duations . Were it not for the inclusion of Refugee data, 
considering the substantially higher credit load ot th-^ Visa group, tl two 
year medal proportion of Visa Conipletors would, undoubtedly, be higher. 

Table 25 prerents miscellaneous student factors for foreign students who 
graduated from M-DCC in the 1984-85 Report Year. Without exception across 
campuses, foreign students have higher mean hours earned and mean hours 
attempted than the totality of M-DCC students. This difference is principally 
explained by the concentration of ESL and college preparatory courses taken by 
Visa and Refugee students. The Mean Grade Point Average, on the whole, is 
slight]'/ lower than the Mean GPA for the total college. However, among these 
non-CLEP foreign graduates, though the mean credit load is considerably higher, 
the number of acad<iraic terras required for completion is lower. .wo effects 
possibly bec*r upon these data: 1) the miscellaneous student factors incl.'de 
Planned C^^^^ificate (9.2% of 1984-85 Total M-DCC Completions), and 2) the 
aggregation of the dat for the two different foreign student categories. 
These possible effects give rise to a few questions. How would the means for 
hours earned and hours attempted be affected if the technical certificates were 
removed? Differences among groups in the cross-sectional data in Table 20 weie 
pointed out. Were the foreign categories under discussion separated, what 
differences might be uncovered with respect to the mean GPA and academic terms 
completed for Visa students and Refugee students?
